“Subj ect arrived at this Station on 12 November 1942, and is 
scheduled to. depart approximately 10 March 19436 


AGENT tS ROPE: 
Subject was both courteous and attentive throughout the 
interview. He spoke rapidly and fluentiy and seemed very anxious to 
justify his furlough and his actions in regard thereto, Hie mistakes 

as to travel he ascribed to the fact that he was a stranger to 
Galifornia. Subject conceded that possibly, in retrospect, he had 
made some blunders but insisted he had acted in good faith. It was 
this officer's impression that at times he found it difficult to 

_ justify some of hie decisions and upon these cecasiong he relied upon 
a barrage of words to overcome the obvious inference of lack of good 
faith, 

‘Bubject is a member of the UAAAT and worked for the law firm 
which represented this Union. There ia no question but that it is 
composed of a substantial number of Communists, He is rabidly pro-union 
and sympathigzes with and supports the objectives of the UAAANI. He 
otated in reference to ita Executive Committee meoting at the Ambsosador 
Hotel, “This group is miking history. They are opposed to the 
$25,000.00 1id on income and if it is adopted, the UAAAI will,repeal 
the anti-strike clause of its constitution", He is likewise a member 
of the Detroit Chapter of the National Lawyers' Guild, which is an 
extremely Liberal, if not radical, organization. Uhhon asked by a 
reporter for the SAA4B "Cadet", whom he would pick for the "man of the 
year", subject replied, “Leon Henderson, for courageously carrying on 
tho thankless job of coordinating civilian and army production". 

Subject believes in equal rights for Negroes and improving the position 
of other minoritics. 
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While this officer does not believe that a recapitulation 
of the material contained in the various barracks and wnit checks 
vould serve any useful purpose, 1% my be of some value. to emphasize 
certain facts appearing in subject's persdnal record, Subject's 
father was born in Russia. He has taken out his first noturaliszation 
papers, but bas never completed the other requirements for citisenship. 
His mother, now deceased, and his stepmother, were both bern in Russia 
and are not citisens. Subject sets forth in his personal record that 
he was employed by Mr. Maurice Sugar in 1939 through 1942, although 
he did not graduate from law school until 1941. He therefore mist 
have been associated with him for two years in some capacity other 
than as an attorney. He was receiving $400.00 per month from his 
enployer when he entered the army, Although subject's employer paid 
him for whatever services ho rendered while awaiting his call from 
enlisted reserve to the Air Corps, he received no arny pay wmtil hig 
call to activo service. His Air Corps intelligence rating 1s 100. 
A barracks check indicates that subject attempted to scoure employnent 
with the Federal. Bureau of Investigation but was rejected because of his 
union affiliations.
